Prices  paid  for  American  barreled -apples  on  the  Liverpool  auction, 
Wednesday , 7  Pebasuary  12,  -were  slightly  higher -than  list  week  but  boxed' 
apple  prices  shovel  no  improvement,  according  to  a  cable  received  in  the 
Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics -from  Mr.  F.  A. 
Motz,  the  Department -of .  Agriculture* s  fruit  -specialist  in  Europe. 

Washington  Win? saps  continued  -in  liberal  supply  but  supplies  of 
Spitsenberg,  Delicious,  and  "Newtown  were "light.    Considerable  quantities 
of  Wine  saps  .vere  withdrawn  from  the  auction  to  be  held  over  until  next  week. 
The  boxed  varieties  vere  in  good  condition  with  good  color  and  apnearance, 
but  the  demand  even  f  or  the -.best  fruit  was  .dull..  

All  varieties  of  barreled  apples  were  scarce  at  the  auction  this 
week  while  at  this  time  a  year  ago  barreled  stoc<£  was  in  liberal  supply. 
Yor»c  Imperials  .were  in  good  condition  and  most  all  barrels  were  .arriving 
tight.    The  Virginia  Ben  Davis  and  Pev  York  Baldwin  offered  at  the  auction 
were  in  general  only  .in  fair  condition,  which • resulted  in  low  prices  on 
the  auction*  .  '  :•  ■  -  ■  

Barreled  apiole  supplies  were  light  at  London  and  v/ere  in  goo^  condi- 
tion, but  a  few  slacks  were  showing  up  end  some  lots  shoved  a  trace  of 
scald,  although  those  packed  in  shredded  oiled -paper -vere  practically  free 
from  scald.    Prices  received  for  York  Imperials  averaged  about    '1.00  less 
than  the  Liverpool  price.    U.S.  No.  1,  2-1-  inch  minimum,  Yorks  soli  at  ^5.64 
to  -^6. OP;  U.S.  Commercial,  gf-  inch,  at  j5.15  to  v5.84,  and  Unclassified, 
Z\-  inch,  from  ^4.38  to  $5, 84.    With  the  exception  of  the  last  grade  these 
prices  vere  about  21  cents   lbove  the  prices  paid  last  veek.    U.S.  Commercial, 

inch,  Virginia  Delicious  sold  at  .J5.35  to  vb.84  and  Unclassified  inch 
at  $5.11  to  ^6.33.     Stayman  from  Virginia,  Unclassified  2-1-  inch,  sold  from 
^4.38  to  ^5.35  per  barrel.     Boxed  apples  were  in  practically  the  same  posi- 
tion as  last  week,  Washington  Winesaps  selling  very  slowly  at  prices  above 
$2.68.    He wt owns  from  Oregon  'were  about  the  only  boxed  variety  selling  at 
prices  profitable  to  shippers. 

Shipments  of  Nova  Scot i an  apples  to  Great  Britain  in  the  period 
November-January,  exceeded  1,000,000  barrels  while  Ontario  shipments  were 
double  the  quantities  shipped  in  the  same  period  in  the  last  two  seasons. 
The  deciduous  fruit  arrivals  from  South  Africa  continue  heavy  and  are 
arriving  in  excellent  condition.    The  pears  are  expected  to  offer  keen 
competition  with  American  Winter  Nelis  as  they  are  of  excellent  quality 
and  in  good  condition.
